President dropped his hint at Friday’s 
signing of the Alaska pipeline bill, and 
Vice President-designate Gerald R. 
Ford said he had heard that “ one or 
more Arab countries” were releasing 
oil. 
The Dow Jones industrial average 
gained almost 17 points for the day. 
Hut Ford later said it was only a 
false rumor, and Interior Secretary 
Rogers C.B. Morton told reporters not 
to count on it before the end of the 
year. Morton also said that, unless 
there is a startling reduction in energy 
consumption by the end of next month, 
the nation will be “ looking rationing in 
the face." 
Meanwhile, the Senate continued to 
push toward expected passage of 
legislation giving the president power 
to order gasoline rationing, reduced 
speed limits, lowered thermostats and 
shorter school days. 
A final vote on the bill by Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, I)-Wash., is scheduled for 


Monday, but it still must pass the 
House, which does not return from 
Thanksgiving recess until Nov. 26. 
Rep. W. R. Poage, I)*Tex., chairman 
of the House Agriculture Committee, 
quoted an Interior Department official 
as saying that starting Monday the 
administration would make scarce 
diesel fuel available on a priority basis 
for mass transit, farm operations and 
oil production. 


The same official, Duke Ligon, 
director of the Interior Department’s 
oil and gas division, also said that the 
price of gasoline could rocket to $1 a 
gallon next year if a stiff tax is im­ 
posed and price controls are removed. 


But Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Russell B. Long, D-Im., said 
he would not support a sharp hike in 
the gasoline tax, and the Senate voted 
down an amendment to the emergency 
energy bill that would have directed 
the President to take the lid off Phase 4 
controls on the 
price of oil and 
gasoline. 
Republican critics of the bill claimed 
it would only reduce demand without 
taking any steps to increase supply 
and argued that the only way to trigger 
badly needed domestic production is to 
remove price controls.

State Department officials said the 
secretary’s schedule was uncertain, 
but it included telephone calls with 
President Nixon at the Florida White 
House and conversations with Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin.

Kissinger’s plane Friday advising him 
to take a day off before reporting, but 
the secretary chose to keep working. 
He went from the airport to his White 
House office and called Nixon. They 
talked for 15 minutes on what had been 
accomplished. 
No

but 
Kissinger gave a hint in a brief plane- 
side conversation with newsmen of 
what he told Nixon. 
The trip, he said, “ strengthened 
ties" between the United States and 
the areas he visited and “ contributed 
to the stability of the cease-fire" in the 
Middle Fast. 
Concerning his three days in China, 
the secretary said there was "further 
progress toward normalization of 
relations.”

The new policy allows industries 
presently burning low sulfur fuel to 
switch to dirtier fuel if it can prove 
clean fuel is unavailable. 
Industries burning coal

planned on switching to clean fuels can 
keep on burning coal, he said. 
Industries taking advantage of the 
new guidelines must commit them­ 
selves to meeting air pollution stan­ 
dards on time when the fuel crunch 
ends, he said. 
Whitman encouraged industries now 
burning clean fuel to continue if 
possible. He said Ohio FPA will work 
to get clean fuel into highly polluted 
areas. 
He said the agency also encourages 
those burning coal to install exhaust 
gas cleansing equipment.

Dozens were thrown into police buses 
and presumably taken into custody. 
Shortly after the soldiers entered the 
institute, demonstrators began to 
gather again outside the school, 
shouting antigovernment slogans, 
Police fired warning shots into the 
area m an attempt to disperse the 
crowd. 
The army was called into action 
Friday night after six hours of bloody 
street 
lighting across downtown 
Athens. 
Police clashed with an 


estimated 
15,000 demonstrators on 
virtually ever square of the capital.

Outbreak Brings 
M artial Law 


ATHENS (AP) 
The Greek 
government called out army troops 
and placed the country under martial 
law today after bloody clashes be­ 
tween students and police left four 
persons dead and hundreds injured.

Institute to put down the remnants of 
thousands of student demonstrators 
who had demanded the overthrow of 
the government.

Earlier, a tank ripped down the 
heavy iron gates at the Polytechnic 
Institute, and helm eted soldiers 
rushed through as students waved 
clubs and shouted “murderers." 
A number of students were beaten 
and kicked as they pleaded for mercy. 
I )ozens were throw n into police buses 
and presumably taken into custody. 
Shortly after the soldiers entered the 
institute, dem onstrators began to 
g a t h e r a g a i n outside t he school, 
shouting antigovernm ent slogans. 
Police tired warning shots into the 
area in an attempt to disperse the 
crowd. 
The army was called into action 
Friday night after six hours of bloody 
street f ighting across downtown 
Athens. Police clashed with an 


estimated 15,000 demonstrators on 
virtually ever square of the capital. 
The government said four demon­ 
strators wen* killed Friday when they 
attacked state buildings, and hospital 
sources said at least IOO persons were 
hurt in the street disorders. 
In announcing martial law, the 
government said Papadopoulos, who 
was sworn in as president last August 
after he had abolished the monarchy 
then headed by the exiled King Con­ 
stantine, would make a radio and 
television address to the nation later 
today.

The mail election for ASC com­ 
munity committeemen is being held 
this month, and ballots will be mailed 
November 16 to all persons eligible to 
vote in the farmer committee elec­ 
tions, Spangler said. The final date for 
mailing voted ballots, or for dropping 
them off at the county ASCS office, is 
Dec. 3. Ballots will be counted on Dec. 5 
in the county ASCS office, 1440 N. 
Court St., with the public invited to 
attend. 
On Dec. 13 the newly elected com­ 
munity committeemen will hold a 
county convention to nominate and 
elect one county committee member 
and two alternates, Spangler pointed 
out. The newly-elected county com­ 
mittee member will serve for three 
years, the alternates for one year. 
ASC community committeemen not 


only elect members of the ASC county 
committee, but also assist the county 
committee throughout the year in the 
administration 
of

farm 
programs locally. In Pickaway County 
the principal farm programs are Feed 
Grain and Wheat, Wool, and Com­ 
modity loans. 


In the community committee mail 
election, farmers in each community 
will elect three committee members 
and two alternates, all to serve one- 
year terms, Spangler said.

Insecticides Can Control 
Pests In House Plants

Agriculture 
Most of the common pests of house 
plants can be controlled with in­ 
secticide sprays or dips. Exceptions 
are slugs and snails. These require 
poison baits. 
Insecticides may be applied as 
dusts, 
but 
sprays 
and 
dips 
are 
preferred because they usually give 
better control, are less likely to leave 
ohiectionable residues, and do not drift 
to nearby objects so readily when 
applied, according to entomologists at 
The Ohio State University. 
For best results, apply control 
measures at the first sign of pests. If 
infestation continues, repeat treat­ 
ment in a week or 10 days, unless 
otherwise 
noted 
under 
control 
recommendations for specific pests. 
Insect pests most commonly found 
on house plants are aphids, mites, 
fungus gnats, mealybugs, millipedes, 
psocids, scales, thrips, and whiteflies. 
If any unknown insect appears, place it 
in a pill bottle and bring to your County 
Extension Office for identification. 
Insecticides such as chlordane, 
lindane, malathion, etc. may be mixed 
with water and used as a spray or dip. 
Following are rates to mix: Chlordane, 
45 per cent emulsifiable concentrate, 
two teaspoons per gallon of water; 
Lindane, 20 per cent emulsifiable 
concentrate, one teaspoon per gallon of 
water; 
Malathion, 
57 
per 
cent 
emulsifiable 
concentrate, 
two 
teaspoons per gallon of water. 
Some plants are more difficult to wet 
than others. If a preparation does not 
readily spread over and wet a plant, 
add ‘a teaspoon of mild household 
detergent (not soap) per gallon of 
spray or dip. The detergent improves 
the wetting power of the mixture and 
reduces visible residues. 
Sprays are used most often to treat 
plants, but they may also be used to

treat surfaces of soil, pots, saucers, or 
shelves to help control some pests. 
Spray plants until they are wet- no 
longer. Apply spray with a good hand 
atomizer or small compressed air 
sprayer. 
Hand atomizers that hold xk pint to 1 
(juart 
of 
spray 
are suitable 
for 
spraying one or a few plants. Choose 
an atomizer that will deliver a con­ 
tinuous spray and that has an ad­ 
justable nozzle that can lie turned to 
direct the spray upward or downward. 


It is sometimes more convenient to 
dip plants into the insecticide-water 
solution than to spray them. In this 
case, put the mixture in a pail or pan 
large enough to accommodate the top 
of the largest plant to be dipped. Then 
turn each plant upside down and im­ 
merse the foliage and stems in the 
mixture for a few seconds. To keep 
loose soil from spilling out as you turn 
the plant over, hold crumpled paper or 
a cardboard disk firmly over the soil 
around the plant. Slit the cardoard disk 
to fit around the plant stem. Keep your 
hands out of the dip. 
Washing the plant with soapy water 
mid a soft brush or cloth may be all 
that is needed to remove aphids, 
mealybugs and scale insects from 
broad-leaved plants. Use 2 teaspoons 
of a mild detergent to a gallon of 
water.

“ Prices of fertilizer are expected to 
move upward significantly,” 
says 
Dennis 
Henderson, 
Extension 
Economist 
at 
The 
Ohio 
State 
University. “ Even so, many Ohio 
farmers will not be able to obtain 
adequate supplies for high crop 
yields,” he adds. 
Price rises, made possible by recent 
Cost of Living Council action, will 
increase the amount of 
fertilizer 
available to Ohio farmers, Henderson 
explains, but there will still be some 
shortage. The Council exempted from 
Phase IV controls the sale of fertilizer 
and nutrient materials used in 
producing fertilizer and explosives. 
Also exempted were wages and 
salaries of workers in fertilizer 
manufacturing and mixing plants. 
“ There is still much uncertainty 
about the effect of the removal of price 
ceilings,” Henderson says. “ Supplies 
are expected to be inadequate to meet 
a predicted 10 per cent increase in 
demand; however, higher prices will 
help make domestic markets com­ 
petitive with foreign buyers for the 
available supplies.” 
Prices on the export market have 
been about 30 per cent higher than on 
domestic markets, according to 
Henderson. 
To 
make 
domestic 
markets attractive to U. S. fertilizer 
producers, the price will need to rise 
that 30 per cent maybe as high as 40 
per cent—above U. S. 
prices 
in 
October. Despite this, he points out 
that many firms will not be able to 
make large shifts to domestic outlets 
because of commitments to deliver 
fertilizer to foreign buyers. 
Encouraging reports are the in­ 
dications to the Cost of Living Council 
by nearly 40 producing companies of 
their plans to make 350,000 tons of 
additional fertilizer available for 
domestic use in the October-to- 
December period, and over 1,150 
thousand additional tons during 
January-to-June, 1974. A release by the 
Cost of Living Council also noted that 
fertilizer firms plan to continue 
operating marginally productive 
facilities, and some firms will begin 
construction 
of 
new 
production 
facilities.

Henderson notes that nitrogen may 
be shorter in supply than other fer­ 
tilizer elements. There is increasing 
demand 
for 
nitrogen 
fertilizer, 
especially for use on corn, and short 
supplies of natural gas may make evt*n 
maintaining present production rates 
difficult. The domestic price may need 
to rise drastically up to 100 per cent 
to divert nitrogen and natural gas from 
other uses to fertilizer. 
Some efforts are being made to give 
fertilizer production a higher priority 
so it can compete for natural gas, an 
important 
factor 
in 
nitrogen 
production. A U. S. government task 
force, set up to stimulate supplies of 
fertilizer available to farmers, is 
seeking to raise the priorities for 
natural gas feedstocks to ammonia 
producers working with the Federal 
Power 
Commission 
and 
state 
regulatory agencies. The task force is 
also working with the Department of 
Transportation to eliminate shipping 
bottlenecks and to improve rail cai 
and transportation availability during 
the main shipping season. It will ex­ 
plore the possibility of stepping up the 
production of rail hopper cars. 
Other government efforts include 
developing, with the USDA’s Exten­ 
sion Service, an aggressive campaign 
to advise farmers on minimum fer­ 
tilizer requirements for the 1974 
planting season. A system will be 
instituted to monitor exports of fer­ 
tilizer contracted for shipment in 1973- 
74. 
Several recent developments have 
set the stage for the present fertilizer 
situation. 
Because of heavy demand for U. S. 
agricultural products, both at home 
and on the world market, high crop 
prices are encouraging farmers to 
increase production. 
As a result, 
farmers will plant more acres and will 
need more fertilizer for high yields in 
1974. 
Fertilizer 
application 
is 
especially important on corn; in fact, 
over 96 per cent of all corn acreage 
receives fertilizer compared to 62 per 
cent for wheat and 31 for soybeans. 
Consumption of fertilizer plant 
nutrients has risen 135 per cent from 
1959-60 to 1972-73, but prices paid by 
farmers for many fertilizer materials 
have actually declined Since 1971, 
world prices for a number of fertilizer 
materials have moved above govern­ 
ment controlled domestic prices, 
providing an inducement to export. 
During the first half of 1973, exports of 
anhydrous ammonia and ammonium 
phosphate fertilizers were up 54 and 34 
per cent, respectively, from year- 
earlier levels. 
Henderson sees the local retailer as 
a key person in fertilizer allocation. He 
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says the retailer will probably take 
care of loyal customers and those with 
good credit records first. Now, he 
points out, is a good time for farmers 
to capitalize on their records as good 
customers. The bulk of the shortage 
problems, he believes, will be for 
farmers who are not good credit risks 
or who have not had excellent working 
arrangements with local fertilizer 
dealers. 
Since the fertilizer supply situation

Some 42 farm and ranch residents of 
Pickaway County are in the running 
for seven Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASG) community 
committees, according to County 
ASCS Executive Director Walton W\ 
Spangler 
The mail election for ASC com­ 
munity committeemen is being held 
this month, and ballots will be mailed 
November 16 to all persons eligible to 
vote in the farmer committee elec­ 
tions, Spangler said. The final date for 
mailing voted ballots, or for dropping 
them off at the county ASCS office, is 
Dec. 3. Ballots will be counted on Dec. 5 
in the county ASCS office, 1440 N. 
Court St., with the public invited to 
attend. 
On Dec. 13 the newly elected com­ 
munity committeemen will hold a 
county convention to nominate and 
elect one county committee member 
and two alternates, Spangler pointed 
out. The newly-elected county com­ 
mittee member will serve for three 
years, the alternates for one year. 
ASC community committeemen not 


only elect members of the ASC county 
committee, but also assist the county 
committee throughout the year in the 
administration 
of 
federal 
farm 
programs locally. In Pickaway County 
the principal farm programs are Feed 
Crain and Wheat, Wool, and Com­ 
modity loans. 


In the community committee mail 
election, farmers in each community 
will elect three committee members 
and two alternates, all to serve one- 
year terms, Spangler said. 


He pointed out that any farmer who 
is eligible to take part in any ASCS 
program is eligible to vote in the mail 
election. Voting eligibility is deter­ 
mined without regard to race, sex, 
color, religion or national origin. 
Spangler said a list of known eligible 
voters is on file at the county office, 
and is open for public inspection. “ If a 
man or woman feels he or she is 
eligible to vote and is not listed, just 
call it to the attention of anyone in the 
office, and it will be checked out right 
away,” he said. 
Insecticides Can Control 
Pests In House Plants

Agriculture 
Most of the common pests of house 
plants can be controlled with in­ 
secticide sprays or dips. Exceptions 
are slugs and snails. These require 
poison baits. 
Insecticides may Ik* applied as 
dusts, 
but 
sprays 
and 
(lips 
are 
preferred because they usually give 
better control, are less likely to leave 
objectionable residues, and do not drift 
to nearby objects so readily when 
applied, according to entomologists at 
The Ohio State University. 
For best results, apply 
control 
measures at the first sign of pests. If 
infestation continues, repeat treat­ 
ment in a week or IO days, unless 
otherwise 
noted 
under 
control 
recommendations for .specific pests. 
Insect pests most commonly found 
on house plants are aphids, mites, 
fungus gnats, mealybugs, millipedes, 
psocids, scales, thrips, and whiteflies. 
If any unknown insect appears, place it 
in a pill bottle and bring to your County 
Extension Office for identification. 
Insecticides such as chlordane, 
lindane, malathion, etc. may Im* mixed 
with water and used as a spray or dip. 
Following are rates to mix: CChlordane, 
45 per cent emulsifiable concentrate, 
two teaspoons per gallon of water; 
Lindane, 20 per cent emulsifiable 
concentrate, one teaspoon per gallon of 
w ater; 
Malathion, 
57 
per 
cent 
em ulsifiable 
concentrate, 
two 
teaspoons per gallon of water. 
Some plants are more difficult to wet 
than others. If a preparation does not 
readily spread over and wet a plant, 
add 
1 '2 teaspoon of mild household 
detergent (not soap) per gallon of 
spray or dip. The detergent improves 
the wetting power of the mixture and 
reduces visible residues. 
Sprays are used most often to treat 
plants, but they may also be used to 


treat surfaces of soil, pots, saucers, or 
shelves to help control some pests. 
Spray plants until they are wet—no 
longer. Apply spray with a good hand 
atomizer or small compressed air 
sprayer. 
Hand atomizers that hold * 2 pint to I 
quart 
of 
spray are suitable 
for 
spraying one or a few plants. Choose 
an atomizer that will deliver a con­ 
tinuous spray and that has an ad­ 
justable nozzle that can Ik* turned to 
direct the spray upward or downward. 


It is sometimes more convenient to 
dip plants into the insecticide-water 
solution than to spray them. In this 
case, put the mixture in a pail or pan 
large enough to accommodate the top 
of the largest plant to be dipped. Then 
turn each plant upside down and im­ 
merse the foliage and stems in the 
mixture for a few seconds. To keep 
loose soil from spilling out as you turn 
the plant over, hold crumpled paper or 
a cardboard disk firmly over the soil 
around the plant. Slit the cardoard disk 
to fit around the plant stem. Keep your 
hands out of the dip. 
Washing the plant with soapy water 
and a soft brush or cloth may be all 
that is needed to remove aphids, 
mealybugs and scale insects from 
broad-leaved plants. Use 2 teaspoons 
of a mild detergent to a gallon of 
water.

Higher Prices, Short Fertilizer 
Supplies Face Farmers In 1974

“ Prices of fertilizer are expected to 
move upward significantly," 
says 
Dennis 
Henderson, 
Extension 
Economist 
at 
The 
Ohio 
State 
University. “ Even so, many Ohio 
farmers will not be able to obtain 
adequate supplies for high crop 
yields,” he adds. 
Price rises, made possible by recent 
Cost of Living Council action, will 
increase the amount of fertilizer 
available to Ohio farmers, Henderson 
explains, but there will still be some 
shortage. The Council exempted from 
Phase IV controls the sale of fertilizer 
and nutrient m aterials used in 
producing fertilizer and explosives. 
Also exempted were wages and 
salaries of workers in fertilizer 
manufacturing and mixing plants. 
“ There is still much uncertainty 
about the effect of the removal of price 
ceilings,” Henderson says. “ Supplies 
are expected to be inadequate to meet 
a predicted IO per cent increase in 
demand; however, higher prices will 
help make domestic markets com­ 
petitive with foreign buyers for the 
available supplies.” 
Prices on the export market have 
been about 30 per cent higher than on 
domestic markets, according to 
Henderson. 
To 
make 
domestic 
markets attractive to U. S. fertilizer 
producers, the price will need to rise 
that 30 per cent maybe as high as 40 
per cent—above U. S. 
prices in 
October Despite this, he points out 
that many firms will not be able to 
make large shifts to domestic outlets 
because of commitments to deliver 
fertilizer to foreign buyers. 
Encouraging reports are the in­ 
dications to the Cost of Living Council 
by nearly 40 producing companies of 
their plans to make 350,000 tons of 
additional fertilizer available for 
domestic use in the October-to- 
December period, and over 1,150 
thousand additional tons during 
January-to-Jline, 1974. A release by the 
Cost of Living Council also noted that 
fertilizer firms plan to continue 
operating m arginally productive 
facilities, and some finns will begin 
construction 
of 
new 
production 
facilities.

Henderson notes that nitrogen may 
be shorter in supply than other fer­ 
tilizer elements. There is increasing 
demand 
for 
nitrogen 
fertilizer, 
especially for use on corn, and short 
supplies of natural gas may make even 
maintaining present production rates 
difficult. The domestic price may need 
to rise drastically—up to IOO per cent— 
to divert nitrogen and natural gas from 
other uses to fertilizer. 
Some efforts are being made to give 
fertilizer production a higher priority 
so it can compete for natural gas, an

production. A U. S. government task 
force, set up to stimulate supplies of 
fertilizer available to fanners, is 
seeking to raise the priorities for 
natural gas feedstocks to ammonia 
producers working with the Federal 
Power 
Commission 
and 
state 
regulatory agencies. The task force is 
also working with the Department of 
Transportation to eliminate shipping 
bottlenecks and to improve rail cai 
and transportation availability during 
the main shipping season. It will ex­ 
plore the possibility of stepping up the 
production of rail hopper cars. 
Other government efforts include 
developing, with the USDA’s Exten­ 
sion Service, an aggressive campaign 
to advise farmers on minimum fer­ 
tilizer requirements for the 1974 
planting season. A system will be 
instituted to monitor exports of fer­ 
tilizer contracted for shipment in 1973- 
74. 
Several recent developments have 
set the stage for the present fertilizer 
situation. 
Because of heavy demand for U. S. 
agricultural products, both at home 
and on the world market, high crop 
prices are encouraging farmers to 
increase production. 
As a result, 
farmers will plant more acres and will 
need more fertilizer for high yields in 
1974. 
Fertilizer 
application 
is 
especially important on com; in fact, 
over % per cent of all corn acreage 
receives fertilizer compared to 62 per 
cent for wheat and 31 for soybeans. 
Consumption of fertilizer plant 
nutrients has risen 135 per cent from 
1959-W) to 1972-73, but prices paid by 
farmers for many fertilizer materials 
have actually declined Since 1971, 
world prices for a number of fertilizer 
materials have moved above govern­ 
ment controlled domestic prices, 
providing an inducement to export. 
During the first half of 1973, exports of 
anhydrous ammonia and ammonium 
phosphate fertilizers were up 54 and 34 
per cent, respectively, from year- 
earlier levels. 
Henderson sees the local retailer as 
a key person in fertilizer allocation. He

Department says the unusually 
cold winters ol the last few 
years are to blame 
None ot the finger-pointing is 


bringing back the salmon and 
the Bay, which for years 
provided 75 percent of the t\S, 


catch, may he closed to com­ 
mercial fishing next year. 
Perhaps the National Park 
Service now will conduct a new 


head count of the bison herds 
grazing on the plains. At last 
count the buffalo were far from 
extinct, but rustlers had few 
calls for them until recently. 


Plight Of Viet Babies 


NEW YORK, 
Rosemary Taylor, a 
lovely Australian girl who manages to 
run four Saigon orphanages with little 
visible means of support, will not even 
guess at the number of children the 
departed American servicemen left 
behind. 
“ I’ve seen the figure of 15,000,“ she 
told me on her most recent visit to the 
U.S. to deliver some of her wards to 
foster parents. “ There may be fewer, 
there may he more. There’s really no 
way of knowing. All I know is that 
we’re crowded to the walls at To-Am, 
Allambie, Newhaven and our new 
place, Hibong. Hibong means ‘hope,’ 
and that seems to be about all we have 
there.” 
The children that are now being left 
on her busy doorsteps, or she is able to 
accept from other orphanages, arc 
now all of Vietnamese parents 
“ There’s no way of describing what 
an economic blow it was to South 
Vietnam when the Americans left," 
she told me 
When you were last 
there, th«. 
exchange rate was 1 IB 
piastres t 
n* American dollar. Now 
it is 52" t 
Rice 
without which 
nobodv can live, really 
has gone up 
from $14 a sack to $40. Wages haven’t 
been raised to keep abreast. More and 
more Vietnamese married couples are 
now in such bad need they feel they 
just can’t afford to support additional 
children. So, a lot of the children wind 
up with us, and many of them are in 
terrible shape. That’s why we needed 
Hibong. It’s for intensive care of 
babies from one to three months. We 
need 
volunteer 
nurses, 
quite 
desperately.’’ 
One 
of 
Miss 
Taylo r’s 
special 
problems is the care and placement of 
children sired in Vietnam by American 
black troops.

Marijuana may be of tremendous

As the energy crisis concern causes 
thermostats to be turned down, any 
unevenness of heat is likely to be more 
noticeable.

That’s 
the advice of Roger Miller, Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at The Ohio 
State University. 
Many thermostats contain small 
heating 
elements 
called 
“ an­ 
ticipators.” The heat anticipator coil, 
M iller explains, raises the tem­ 
perature within the thermostat case 
giving it a false reading and causing it 
to turn the heating unit off before the 
room reaches the desired tem­ 
perature. The heat left in the system 
will then bring the temperature up to 
the desired point. If there is not suf­ 
ficient residual heat to do this, a 
thermostat working properly w ill 
sense the deficiency and turn the 
heating unit on again. In this way the 
desired temperature is reached in 
small steps. This means that the house 
is not overheated and the occupants 
will be more comfortable. 
Improper location of a thermostat is 
another reason why your heating 
system may not be doing the job it 
should. The thermostat can sense the 
temperature only in the room where it 
is located. For this reason it is im­ 
portant that the thermostat be located 
either where the temperature is 
representative of the whole house, or 
where temperature control is most 
important. 
Places where you should not locate a 
thermostat. 
Miller says, are: 
on 
outside walls, near outside doors, near 
heat outlets, behind doors, near cold 
air registers, on walls that receive 
heat from the fireplace, or on walls 
that contain heating pipes, ducts or 
chimneys. 
Also, placing lamps, T. V. sets, or 
radios under or near a thermostat will 
give it false readings and result in a 
poor control of the heating system, the 
engineer advises.
